Official Russian reports announce the 
recapture of 90 villages of the Eastern 
Ukraine, and the liberation of nearly 
4,000 square miles of territory. In 
three days’ fighting this week Gene- 
ral Kharitonov’s men captured an ad- 
ditional 34 German tanks, 53 guns, 58 
machine-guns and 154 lorries. News 
from Moscow last night indicates that 
on the Central front the German offen- 
sive in the Mozhaisk direction, west 
of the city, shows no sign of slacken- 
ing. In fierce fighting yesterday vil- 
lages south of the town changed hands 
several times, and German attacks 
from the north-west continue to en- 
danger the main Soviet communica- 
tions. An earlier German drive effected 
a breach in General Govorov’s lines, 
and into that. breach the Germans 
threw the 258th Infantry Division, 
units of the Third Mechanised Divi- 
sion, and a large tank group from 
the 20th Tank Division. At the be- 
ginning of the week infantry, sup- 
ported by 60 tanks, forced the Rus- 
sians back seven miles, and later de- 
veloped this success to the North- 
East. 


Another thirty tanks pushed north 
while the main forces joined the north- 
eastern drive, and over a distance of 
eighteen. miles Luftwaffe dive-bombers 
were attacking the Soviet troops. Two 
Russian units were rushed to defend 
the road and prevent the Germans 
reaching the main highway to Moscow, 
and tanke and anti-tank units attacked 
from the south, threatening the German 
flank. Ski troops, armed with auto- 
matic rifles, were thrown into this 
Russian counter-attack, which opened 
on Monday and developed into a terrific 
battle. n some zones within the 
German gap fighting raged for thirty- 
six hours without respite. Soviet troops 
stormed a strongly-held height of great 
strategic importance, and tanks and 
infantry engaged the Germans in frontal 
and flanking attacks. Dawn on Thurs- 
day heralded in fighting of even greater 
intensity, until under the Russian 
ressure resistance was broken and the. 
ermans forced to retreat. Russian 
airmen inflicted severe blows on German 
columns, attacking them dar and night. 
At the northern and southern 
extremes of the Central Front fresh 
progress is reported in the Klin: area, 
where several. villages have been cap- 
tured; while at Stalinogorsk, 30 miles 
south-east of Tula, General. Belov’s 
Guards cavalry are continuing their, 
counter-offensive towards a large con-.

No further statement will 
be made to-night.’ 

The Press Association Diplomatic 
Correspondent last night wrote: While 
technically a state of war does not 
exist to-night between Great Britain 
and the three countries, the announce- 
ment. means that communications 
which are being sent to Finland, 
Hungary and Rumania will bring about 
a state of war after they have been 
received. No statement is available as 
to the date and time at which the 
state of war will be held to begin, but 
it can be assumed to follow quite 
shortly after the arrival of the Notes. 

Reports from Helsinki last, night 
suggested that Finland would reject 
the British Note, while other messages 
indicated that all three countries have 
been in consultation with Germany 
regarding the British communication. 
said the Press Association Diplomatic 
Correspondent. 

The Note to Finland was delivered 
last Saturday, and simultaneously 
Notes were sent to Hungary and 
Rumania demanding that they should 
cease to fight against Britain's Russian 
Allies, says the Press Association. 

The United States Government has 
been kept informed of the steps taken. 

Britain’s Note to Finland was 
described in London as a final effort 
to stabilise relations between the two 
count ries. 


HUNGARIAN ATTITUDE 


BERLIN, Friday.—The Hungarian 
Government has rejected  Britain’s 
ultimatum to withdraw its troops from 
the Eastern front. According to a 
Budapest despatch to the officiat Ger- 
man News Agency the Hungarian 
Parliament has approved the decision. 
The ultimatum expires at midnight to- 
night.

PLANT BREEDERS AT 
WORK 


By 4 CORRESPONDENT. 


N unfamiliar aspect of the 
national drive to increase our, 
food supply is the work done by 
Irish agricultural scientists in breeding 
digree strains of wheat, oats and 
N and improving existing types. 
For many years much valuable work 
of this kind has been done by the 
Plant Breeding. Division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at the Albert 
Agricultural College, Glasnevin, and 
at Ballinacurra, County Cork. 

With regard to barley, for instance, 
no seed -has been imported for many 
years, except in small parcels for ex- 
perimental purposes, The foundation of 
this happy position was the produc- 
tion, a few years after the foundation 
af the Plant Breeding Division in 
1905, of the now world-famous Spratt 
Archer barley. 


WHEAT SEED 
PLENTIFUU 


Sinte wheat-growing became a mat- 
ter of prime importance, sumething like 
half the necessary seed was the pro- 
duce of home-grown crops. The 
quantity of seed wheat which can now 
be imported from Great Britain is 
considerably curtailed, but this, ac- 
cording to an official statement, need 
cause our growers no alarm.” So far as 
winter varieties are concerned, 
there should be no shortage of 
high-grade home- grown seed. The 
samples, both of winter and 
spring varieties, which growers 
have forwarded to the Seed Testing 
Station are of remarkably high 
germination, and only require to be 
proper!) cleaned to make them perfect 
seéd samples. 

The efforts of the Department to 
improve the yield anu quality of 
barley is helped by—and, indeed, the 
present position is largely due to—the 
co-opeiatiop of Messrs. A. Guinness, 
Son and Co., Ltd., and of the Irish 
Maltsters’ Association. Similarly, one 
of the best organised body of farmers 
in the country—the Irish Sugar Beet 
Growers’ Association—has during the 
past few seasons worked in conjunction 
with the Plant Breeding Division, and 
the hope is expressed that this organi- 
sation fn time may do for oats. what 
the maltsters have done for barley.’’ 

All the seea grain issued to or 
recommended by the Department to 
farmers is of the highest quality, and 
produces good average barrel yields

New Zealanders 
broke up the Axis column, and 100 
Germans were killed and about 100 
Italiaus taken prisoners. 

It was authoritatively stated in 
London last night that. the latest 
G.H.Q communiuge from Cairo 
pointed to a series of minor successful 
engagements throughout the whole 
theatre of operations. An improve- 
ment in the weather has also enabled 
the R. A. F. to resume its attacks on 
the Axis forward concentrations and 
supply lines. ‘ 

The latest R.A.F. communiqué tells 
of air battles over the main zone on 
Thursday, in which thirteen Axis 
‘planes of various types were shot 
down, while in attacks on Sicily and 
Southern Italy a train of 24 petrol 
tankers was set avlaze and destroyed. 
The British total losses in widespread 
attacks, it is added, were four machines. 


1,100 PRISONERS AT 
CAIRO 


Five hundred German and six hun- 
dred Italian prisoners arrived at the 
Cairo main station yesterday afternoon 
from Libya, says Reuter. They were 
watched by large crowds. The 
prisoners, looking war -weary, with the 
desert dust still on their boots and 
clothes, detrained between two rows of 
Scottish troops. 

They marched out of the station, 
past the statue Egypt's Awaken- 
ing, which symbolises Egypt's inde- 
pendence, on their way to the prison 
camp. The Germans and Italians were 
kept apart. 

A very severe dust-storm hampered 
operations in Libya, which regained in- 
tensity on. Thursday, after a three-day 
lull, says Associated Press. Indians 
supported by tanks, operating around 
Bir el Gobbi, destroyed fourteen 
Italian tanks and many lorries, and to 
some extent cleared the area of Axis 
troops, while north of El Gobbi a 
small British mobile column attacked 
an Italian force, destroying four more 
tanks. These British columns are scour- 
ing vast areas, harassing the Axis 
supply lines and taking steady toll of 
lorries and stores.

Small bodies 
of the enemy still remain in the atea, 
hut many more were seen to be retreat- 
ing in a north-western direction. North 
of El Gobi another of our mobile 
columns attacked an enemy force, 
destroying two medium and two light 
Italian tanks and inflicting casualties. 

In the frontier area New Zealand 
troops engaged an enemy column west 
of 222 About 100 Germans 
were killed and about 100 prisoners, 
most ot them Italian, were taken. 
Two enemy tanks were destroyed, 
together with many vehicles, and two 
guns remained in our, hands. The 
remnants of the column took flight to 
the west. 

A first count of the material 
captured by Indian troops when they 
finally cleared up the Omars two days 
ago shows that, in. addition to 
prisoners, they also took 59 guns of 
various calibres. , 

Throughout the whole battle area our 
mobile patrols continued their offensive 
harassing operations. An enemy column 
of mechanical transport and tanks on 
the Trigh Capuzzo was engaged, and 
severely checked, and enemy motor 
transport attempting to move in the 
area was attacked in many places with. 
considerable loss, to the enemy im 
casualties and vehicles.

AIR ATTACKS 

„Our air forces continue to afford 
magnificent. support. Enemy troops and 
motor vehicle concentrations through- 
out the whole area have been ron. á 
and heavily attacked, In particular, 
severe damage to enemy motor vehicles 
and buildings has been done in the 
El Adem area. Large concentrations 
of motor vehicles in the Trigh Capuzzo 
and in two other places south-east of 
Tobruk were heavily - bombed, many 
vehicles being destroyed, many damaged 
and explosions and fires being caused. 
Other targets effectively engaged by our 
air forces included enemy tanks and 
armoured cars.” 


AXIS CLAIMS 

UNDATED, Friday.—German Radio, 
claiming to-night that 9,000 British 
prisoners had been captured in Libya, 
alleged that only a small fraction were 
British, the majority belonging to 
New Zealand and South African units. 
The announcer said: 

„Apart from the Seventh British 
Division, which has suffered heavy 
losses, most of the men belonged to 
the First South African Division and to 
New Zealand units.

REDUCED FLEET 


About a dozen boats from Wexford 

rt are fishing at present. The 
arger boats do not follow the herring 
much. They prefer to trawl for 4 
greater variety of fish, and their 
catches are sent to the Dublin market, 
where such fish «as place brin 
good prices. A few weeks 
ago, however, when the season 
was ung, and the herrings were 
2s. ru a iss, no boat would pass 
them by. But the golden age of Wex- 
ford fishing is past. Sixty years ago 
there was a fine fleet operating from 
the port. The first-class boats were 
large vessels built in the Isle of Man. 
Fish were then very cheap. Herrings 
were tw 
from the local beds were dredged in 
thousands and sold locally at a low 

rice. 

The fishing boats nowadays are run on 
oil fuel, of which a rationed supply. is 
available, In the old days the. trade, 
in sailing vessels, was run on different 
lines. Even down to the years before 
the 1914 war the herrings were pickled 
and. barrelled in Wexford, and held 
over against the Lenten season. The 
many prosecutions of foreign trawlers, 
until the present war stopped their 
visits, showed that the fishing grounds 
off the coast are still valuable. But 
nowadays the Wexford men will. not 
hang on the whole year round for the 

rely seasonal occupation of fishing. 

ey prefer constant work on deep-sea 
or coastal cargo vessels. 

Fishing must have been a flourishing 
business in Wexford in bygone times. 
In 1654 Colonel Solomon Richards re- 
corded that there were entered in the 
Custom House at Wexford 80,000 
barrels of herrings, and. he believed 
that another 40,000 barrels were landed 
and escaped being entered. In 1698 
petitions were presented in the House

borough fishermen complaining that 
there were at times up to- 200 sailing 
vessels at Wexford—French, English 
ana. Dutch—loading herrings for sale 
in the Straits and Spain, and as the 
price at Yarmouth was higher than at 


pete with them. 

There is an old tradition in Wex- 
forc that it is dangerous fof the fish- 
ing boats to put out on St. Martin’s 
Eve. the 1lth of November. On that 
night St. Martin is supposed to ride 
the waters of the bay on a white horse. 
In 1762, St. Martin’s Eve was a par- 
— fine night, and the fishermen, 
temp by shoals of herring in the 
bay, defied the tradition. A sudden 
storm swept the boats to destruction, 
with great loss of life and gear. Three 
boats survived, and as they ran before 
the storm the men saw the apparition 
pointing to the shore. There were 65 
fishermen’s widows in the town after 
that night, and 80 bodies were after- 
wards washed up. 

For generations the fishermen 
honoured the tradition, but within the 
past fifty years they have gradually 
ceased to have any regard for it, and 
if St. Martin’s Eve is favourable now- 
adays they fish as usual,

It is evident that. even on e

On the o ite flank, Falkenhorst’s 
army in urmansk—and based on 
Norway—is seeking to build up its 
strength. Further south, the Russians 
have evacuated Hangoe, with the loss 
of a large transport. It was necessary 
to carry out this evacuation before the 
Gulf of Finland was closed by ice and 
the garrison completely isolated. As 
things are, the fortress hag materially 
contributed to retain naval superiority 
on the Gulf during the period of open 
water. 

At Leningrad the Germans are now 
definitely in laager before the 
place” They seem to have renounced 
the idea of any further immediate 
assault. Actually, the city does not 
seem to have been egtirely isolated at 
any time: this has just been admitted 
by the Germans. The attack on 
Moscow has also failed to achieve any 
definite success, Any Germans gains 
have been of a local and limited char- 
acter, and it seems quite on the cards 
that the situation here may crystalise 
into something resembling that around 
Leningrad. Simultaneously, however, 
it should be noted how the German 
Command always endeavours to retain 
the initiative—in part, at least. 
Already we hear of new points 
being tried: the latest are mentioned 
somewhat further south, but north of 
Kharkov. They are in the nature of 
feelers from Orel and Kursk—towards 
Eletz ard Voronezh, apparently. It is 
always weil to keep the other fellow 
guessing—and the Middle Volga may 
be reached along this route also.

NAVAL ACTIONS 


Two very interesting single-ship ac- 
tions would seem to illustrate a new 
German naval tactic—i.e., co-operation 
of a disguised surface-raider with one 
of more submarines. The first action 
(Kormoran—Sydney) took place in the 
Indian Ocean towards the west coast 
of Australia. Both ships were sunk— 
Sydney with all Hands. There is no 
specific mention of an attendant sub- 
marine in this case. Kormoran (ex- 
Steyermarck) was an unusually formid- 
able raider (6 six-inch guns, torpedo 
tubes, 2 aircraft), and got in a dane, 
range broadside to begin with, She 
may have torpedoed the Australian 
ship. In the other fight the Wash- 
ington type” cruiser Devonshire (8 
eight-inch guns) finished off her adver- 
sary in the South Atlantic in a few 
minutes, She was a much more power- 
ful ship than Sydney. On this occasion 
the presence of an attendant submarine 
was established. This new tactic is dis- 
tinctly ingenious? there is no reason 
why a suitable disguised raider might 
not serve as a sort of flagship for 
two or three, submarines, where fuel- 
hng facilities exist or can be impro- 
vised. 

It has been announced that the new 
battleship Prince of Wales has been 
sent to Singapore. Presumably, the 
three newest ships of her class, though 
unmentioned, are by now ready for sea, 
so that no real weakening would result. 
If the British send any ships of force 
to the Far East, it might be these fast 
new ones. he American battleships 
are powerfully armed and _ heavily 
armoured, and, consequently, slow. 
Their Japanese opposite numbers are 
some knots faster, and wuld not be 
brought to action with certainty—espe- 
cially the four big battle-cruisers of the 
Kongo class Thus it is a sound divi- 
sion of labour for the British to send 
out this particular ship in the condi- 
tions. November Ist witnessed a 
remarkable instance of the speed-up in 
American warship construction. The 
new cruiser Cleveland (10,000'tons. 12 
bin. guns, 4 aircraft, 33 knots) was 
launched exactly one year and four 
months from her laying-down—no less 
than seven months ahead of schedule. 
This vessel is now nearly certain to be 
commissioned next year, instead of in 


1943, the date originally accepted.

HILE emergency needs have led 
to the formation of many new 
voluntary service organisations 

they have given new life to others, 

which, in pre-war years, were engaged 
in efforts to grapple with the twin evils 
of unemployment and poverty. Of such 
pre-war organisations some were de- 
voted mainly to the distribution of 
funds and goods to relieve immediate 
distress, and others to the development 
of schemes of co-operative self-help. 

Among the latter the most notable 

organisations were those of Muintir na 

Tire, more directly concerned with rural 

problems, and the Mount Street Club, 

whose activities were devoted to the 
organisation of work in city and urban 


reas. 

As the Club authorities are engaged 
this week in efforts to draw public 
attention to its principles and opera- 
tions, it may be opportune to present 
a brief commentary on a few of its 
more recent activities and develop- 
ments. 

The Club’s operations are founded 
on, and governed by, two main prin- 
ciples. e fist is that help should be 


and able to help ‘themselves. The 
second is that the beneficiaries must be 
prepared to take active parts in the 
organisation and control of Club 
operations. 

There was nothing novel in these 
principles and aims. They had inspired 
many previous efforts. They were ac- 
cepted and unreservedly approved by 
all interested in the solution of employ- 
ment problems. The only question was 
by what means and machinery they 
could successfully be put into opera- 
tion.

We know several 
people who are quite willing to help 
with money and other things, if only 
~y can see you busy on real efforts 
to help yourselves. 

So the scheme was launched, and so 
it grew and expanded, until several 
scores of men—some with special skill 
and aptitude, others who were willing 
to try their hands at anything—have 
found themselves busy in all kinds of 
arts and crafts at Mount street, in 
caltivating 30 acres of suburban allot- 
ments, in growing wheat and vege- 
tables and fruit, and rearing live-stock 
and making butter on the Ciondaikin 
farm, and in saving 1,000 tons of turf 
to keep the home fires of Club members 
burning through the win er months. 

Now the reader may ask: What has 
been the money cost of the whole 
scheme’ From where did it come? 
Could it not have been spent to equal, 
or even greater, advantage on building 
houses or making roads cr other kinds 
of relief works? 


VOLUNTARY SUPPORT 


Answers are (1) that the greater 
parts of the money and materials and 
equipment required have been forthcom- 
ing from volunteers who became con- 
vinced of the Club’s merits; (2) that 
the Government, persuaded’ that the 
Club’s principles and methods were 
sound, have recently given substantial 
help; and (3) that, as against each 
£100 received from voluntary and 
Government sources, not less than. £250 
worth of goods have been produced, or 
services rendered, by the Club's mm 
bers. A net result which compares 
with less than £50 worth of employment 
given on the most successful puhblie 
relief schemes as against each £100 
total outlay ! 

Why—the reader now asks—have 
such extraordinary achievements not 
inspired other towns and communities 
to go and do likewise? Why should 
not tally methods spread to other 
activities and operations? 

The answers are that Waterford now 
has its Mount Street Club, well 
organised and full of promise; that 
Limerick is busy at the work of organi- 
sation; that Cork—determined to be 
original—is experimenting with a 
modified ‘‘tally’’ scheme, and chat 
other towns are busy with inquiries 
as to how best to get to work.

Clearly printed 
and graphically illustrated, this book 
should be suitable for boys of eleven 
to fifteen years of age. 

On rather the same lines is Wilfrid 
Robertson’s Wings Over the Zambesi 
(Oxford, 4s. net), also attractively 
printed and illustrated in colour. The 
scene is South’ Agee and.the plot 
deals with the efforts of a gang of spies 
to wreck the one bridge that joins 
Northern and Southern ‘Rhodesia.

To turn to the more or less ordinar 
line of stories, we have Garry Hogg’s 
The Secret of Shuttered Lodge oe 
6s. net). There is adventure in plenty 
in this book; for when Rollo, Betty, 
Ann, and Chris—whose ages range 
from seventeen to thirteen—take 

ssession of an empty cottage on an 
island one holiday, the ey find that there 
are many strange things happening there.

To begin. as usual, with the most 
artistic production, this year we find 
the Talbot Press well in the foreground. 
We have become accustomed to expect 
artistic books only from Faber and 
Faber in Britain and the Sign of the 
Three Candles Press here in Dublin, 
but The King Of the Cats, by Eileen 
O'Faolain (Talbot Press, 4s. net), rival 
a great many things which they have 
produced. It is printed on good quality 
paper in two-colour inks, green and 
lack, and the drawings by Miss Nano 
Reid are delightful. The book, briefly, 
deals with the adventures of a crowd of

For really small children, easily the } 
best thing of the year is Cicely Engle- 
field’s Monty the Frog (Murray, 2s. 
net). Simply written, it tells of the 
curious adventures of a little frog and 
his new coat, and the illustrations— 
one of which is reproduced in this 
page—are a delight. In some strange 
way the book is reminiscent of “The 
Wind in the Willows’’ ) 

Meetoo and the Little Creatures, by 
Howard Agg and Cecile Adair 
(Harrap, 6s. net), is a plentifully illus- 
trated story about the adventures of 
a squirrel, a mouse, a hedgehog and a 
grasshopper, suitable for children six 
to nine years of age.

dozen countries where revolution and 
counter-revolution, class and racial bitter- 
ness held horrible sway. To Ireland, at 
least, it was hoped that the year’s close 
would bring peace and a new era of 
harmony, In fact, it brought no such 
thing. Months of wordy dispute and a 
year of civil war were to follow before the 
Treaty could become a practical 
instrument of government; and still more 
years had to elapse before it became the 
universally admitted basis of the Irish 
State. Of that Treaty, barely a shred 
exists to-day. After Mr. de Valera’s 
accession to power almost a decade ago, 
every clause that stressed the Imperial 
bond was whittled away, until finally the 
unrecognisable Treaty was thrown into the 
dust-bin, and an entirely new Constitution, 
with an entirely new attitude towards the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, re- 
placed it. It is not for us, or for anyone 
in this generation, to pronounce upon the 
wisdom of that change: the vardict will 
lie with history. One man can argue, with 
excellent logic, that, when the twenty-six 
counties cast themselves adrift from the 
Commonwealth, they exposed themselves 
to all the perils—military, economic, and 
spiritual—which beset a tiny nation. 
Another—perhaps, with equally sound 
logie can plead that it is only by isolation 
that a country can preserve its life and 
save its soul in a world whose big nations 
are so constantly at one another’s throats. 
We no longer profess to be able to judge. 
The last two years have shaken every 
thinker’s faith in the soundness of his own 
judgment. Thirty years of peace might 
not be time enough in which to estimate 
the wisdom or unwisdom of Mr. de 
Valera’s discarding of the Treaty of 1921; 
but the end of this war will furnish an 
indubitable touchstone. 

What has been gained, and what has 
been lost, in those twenty years of 
political freedom? No two people will 
agree about the answer, because that 
which is gain in one man’s eyes is loss in 
another's. It is probably true that the 
general standard of living has risen in 
consequence of a wider and more even 
dispersal of the national wealth ; but is it 
not possible that a similar result might 
have been achieved under the old British 
dispensation? Social services have been 
improved: they have been improved to an 
equal, if not to a higher, degree across 
the Channel and in the six sundered 
counties. Many of the evils that once were 
attributed to alien rule exist in as virulent 
a form as ever: to quote the most glaring 


emigration. It can do us no harm to take 
stock of our achievements during those 
twenty years, and even to paint them in 
the darkest light, if therefrom we may 
draw courage for the future. The fact 
is that, in comparison with the rest of 
the world, this nation has not made such 
strides as might have been expected from 
a country newly emancipated and, pre- 
sumably, full of new vigour. Perhaps, it 
has occupied itself too much with 
„political aspirations and achievements 
to bother itself sufficiently with the other 


sense of national discipline still is 
lacking; any unity that may have been 
attained has been the result not of a 
genuine sense of community, but of the 
fear of war. Side by side with the growth 
of social services has grown a dangerous 
feeling of dependence on the Government, 


hard work, Our social and economic 
structure is wasteful in the extreme; our 
system of government, while admirable in 
principle, is cumbersome, and often 
ineffective, in practice. How few of the 
dreams that were dreamed by the pioneers 
of Irish nationalism have been realised! 
Where the blame lies it is impossible to 
tell; but the one certainty is that nobody 
can count himself free from blame if 
twenty more years pass without very sub- 
stantial progress towards a higher state of 
being in this country. Already the 
pressure of war has shown several 
weaknesses in our social and economic 
fabric; we must not wait for another war 
before the remedy for them is sought and 
found. Twenty years are not so much in 
the life of a nation as in the life of a 
man; but these are days in which 
changes take place with bewildering 
speed, and Ireland cannot afford to be left 
behind.

Children's Books 


This morning in another page we print 
a review on the season’s books for 
children. In spite of the many difficulties 
of the publishing trade during the last 
year—for it was at the peak of the 
Mit: period that these Christmas 
books were prepared for publication—they 
have succeeded in producing a large 
number of attractive volumes. One cannot 
help feeling, however, that their efforts 
are, to some extent, „ted for the 
children of to-day are not particularly 
interested in books. Every year the young 
people seem to read less and less, and the 
restlessness—so typical of adults as well 
as children of modern times—which makes 
them rush from cinema to cinema and live 
their lives to the perpetual accompaniment 
of the radio, increases year by year. 
Children who should be reading with avid 
interest the adventures of Biggles’’ or 
one of his feminine counterparts, nowadays 
are engaged in more advanced occupations. 
The boys are neglecting the three Rs to

they can enter for beauty competitions. All 
of them, boys and girls, spenda large part 
of their leisure time in the cinema, and |. 
many of them are allowed to go dancing 
or skating in the evenings, when they 
ought to be doing their homework. Under 
such conditions, one cannot altogether 
blame the children, What boy would want 
to stay at home reading tales of the Wild 
West or working out the fifth proposition 
in Euclid when he could be out on the 
highway learning to drive his father’s 
car? What girl would stay by the fire- 
side reading of the adventures of a crowd 
of “‘jolly’’ schoolgirls or learning to knit 
a singlet when she could be parading 
around the ballroom as the year’s 
Number 1 Beauty Queen. It is the 
whole system which is at fauit, and the 
lack of interest in books is only a small 
part of the trouble. It is, however, by 
no means the least important part of it, 
but, unfortunately, so long as there are 
films to be seen, beauty prizes to be won 
and cars to be driven—so long, in short, 
as the American screen adolescents set the 
standard of juvenile living, and so long 
as the British parents permit them to set 
the example—there is little hope that the 
modern young children will spend their 
evenings in their homes reading by the 
fireside.

Bring Yourself to Anchor. By Com- 
mander A. B. Campbell. London:

HE obvious place to “ bring your- 
self to anchor, if you have this 
book, is in a deep armchair. The 
cheery style of Commander Campbell 
in his radio talks is carried into his 
writing. Like his earlier collection of 
yarns, ‘‘Wth the Corners Off,” this 
new volume presents a mixed bag—and 
out of the bag comes many stories that 
are good, and a few that are indifferent 
but nevertheless readable.

T HIS is .the age of anthologies. 
to: the bad times, but the annua 


-output of anthologies has been almost 


maintained at pre-war level. Unfor- 
tunately, the compilers of these col- 
Jections of English poetry are no longer 
dispassionate critics, anxious to repre- 
sent and reveal the best. Too often 
they are eager combatants in the con- 
.temporary struggle for literary reputa- 
tion, hasty partisans, or nervous poets 
anxious to surpass their rivals. 
Glancing through a collection edited 
by: an ian of the old achool of 
poetic tradition, the reader will be 
sure to find that the younger moilernist 
ets are conspicuous by their absence. 
in the numerous anthologies compiled 
by the young modernists the older 
poets, and even the poets of rival 
modernist groups are ' égually con- 
spicuous by their absence. Anthology 
making has become a kind of parlour 
game like musical chairs. Every time 
the piano stops there is a frantic rush 
for places. 
Miss Edith Sitwell’s latest anthology 
combines the rather bumpy pleasures 
of musical chairs with the distractions 
of hide-and-seek. The book is osten- 
sibly designed for children, and it 
ranges from the early ballads to the 
present day. The poems are arranged 
according to mood, so that the cen- 
turies jostle one another, and they are 
printed anonymously. 


The Great Anon 


The precocious child has to turn to 
the end of the book and consult, the 
alphabetical list of titles in order to 
discover whether the poem in question 
is by Shakespeare, Blake or W. H. 
Davies. Why this unusual tribute to 
the great Anon? Why tease the infant 
mind? Why, for instance, is there not 
even an index of authors which would 
show at a glance the plan of the book 
and its proportional representation? 

A 2 of the title 
index reveals some interesting facts. 
The only poets of modern times in- 
cluded are A. E., W. B. Yeats, Gordon 
Bottomley, Walter de la Mare, W. H. 
Davies, Peter Quennell, Gertrude Stein, 
Edith Sitwell, Sacheverell Sitwell and 
Osbert Sitwell. Of these modern poems 
the larger number go to the three Sit- 
wells, who share thirty-six poems 
among themselves. Yeats is repre- 
sented by four poems, W. H. Davies b 
six, A. E. by one, and Sacheverell 
Sitwell by twenty-two. 

The anthology begins with a plentiful 
collection of the nursery rhymes and 
folk songs which will be found in any 
Mother Goose collection. But very 
soon Miss Sitwell forgets that the 
book is intended “primarily for 
children.“ Copious extracts from 
Christopher Smart’s Song to David, 
translations from Rimbaud, and 
Blake’s Auguries of Innocence, to 
mention a few, are surely poems for 
the adult. 


Longer Poems 


To make weight, famous lengthy 
poems are included in their entirety, 
for example, The Rime of the Ancient 
Mariner, Ode to a Grecian Urn, Ode 
to a Nightingale, and The Eve of St. 
Agnes. 

In actual fact, this is a collection of 
romantic, fantastic and fanciful 

try, and, for all its peculiarities, it 
is certainly exhilarating and gay as a 
toy-shop. We may be glad that Miss 
Sitwell indulges her own taste, as she 
has an unerring instinct for all that is 
delightful in English poetry. Snatches 
from Thomas D’Urfey. Robert South- 
well, fragments from Elizabethan plays, 
Chinese lyrics translated by Arthur 
Waley are flung together higgledy- 
piggledy. | 

The first poem in Mr, Rowse’s bhoox 
is called Ireland. It is an imagina- 
tive glimpse of his childhood in Corn- 


wall,

one hour and cancelled the next, while 
troops. are on shipboard. 

Bombardier Evan John, as his com- 
position reveals, was in no way 
prudish or fastidious in the language 
he used to express himself, and one 
can only feel that his wife, if possessed 
of the delicacy of a woman of refine- 
ment, must have got something of a 
shock when she came across some 
malodorous passages in it. There is 
more growl than cheer in this prosy 
effusion, which indicates a vexed frame 
of mind, as vide the sentence: I am 
sometimes told, even now, that the 
British Empire is a sinister organisa- 
tion for sweating working men, en- 
slaving negroes and keeping a few 
capitalists, with their wives and 
painted daughters, in unhappy luxury 
in London. Of course, it is. Only a 
fool would deny it.”

Sheba dies. and Matthew, -the slave- 
trader, sets sail again, runs into a 
storm, and, his ship being driven from 
its course, he is captured by Moorish 
pirates and given a taste of his own 
medicine—set to work as a slave by 
them. Twenty years later he turns up 
again in Bristol, an old, broken man, 
for the care of his former sweetheart. 

That is“ an extremely brief précis, 
however, of a book tracing the histories 
and interconnections of many different 
families, with all their separate indivi- 
duals. Here and there is some very 
vivid descriptive writing and excite- 
ment where the action jerks up into 
something like pace, but even these go 
on too long and tail off. 

In these days of paper shortage it 
seems a miracle to have had a book of 
such length published, Miss Steen has 
her own band of followers.

NEUTRALITY UNDER

It is, indeed, a moot point if we 
would now be in as free a position 
as we are to exercise neutrality had 
Mr. de Valera’s Document No. 2 been 
accepted in 1922 as an alternative 
to the Treaty. Paragraph 2 of that 
Document states: 

That for the purpose of com- 
mon concern Ireland shall be 
associated with the States of the 
British Commonwealth—viz., the 
Kingdom of Great Britain, the 
Dominion of Canada, the Common- 
wealth of Australia, the Dominion 
of New Zealand and the Union of 
South Africa. : 

Paragraph 4 of the Document de- 

termines that “matters of common 
concern, on which there shall be 
*‘concerted action based on consulta- 
tion between Ireland and the States 
of the Commonwealth,“ shall include 
„defence, peace and war.” 
There 7 to be little doubt, 
therefore, that; the freedom of action 
in regard * defence, peace und- war,

There is no warrant whatever for 
the belief that had the opponents 
the Treaty overthrown the Saorstat {x 
1922-23, and had war then been re- 
sumed by Britain, this country could 
have emerged victorious or inva posi- 
tion to secure again the rights. and 
powers which would have gane with 
the Treaty. It is safe to say that such 
could not have happened. Inevitably 
British authority would have resumed 
control and to-day we would have 
neither Republic, Treaty, Statute of 
Westminster or neutrality. The most 
fanatical 1922 opponent of the Saorstat 
who has lived through the period, and 
who has had the wit to profit by ex- 
perience, must be conscious of the truth 
that the worst thing that could have 
ha to Ireland then would have 
been the success of his group, He will 
probably also realise now, whether

Thick and fast grew the difficulties 
‘of our first Irish Government as the 
assaults of the anti-Treaty forces pro- 
‘ceeded; but these — 2 gave way 
before the resolute policy of the 
Government, backed as it was by the 
judgment of the electorate repeatedly 
declared. When in April, 1623, the 
defeated elements sounded their ‘‘Cease 
Fire” order left behind them a 
trail of havoc and destruction, which 
in costs to the community ran to some 
thirty million pounds, and had infected 
the social and litical atmosphere 
with poisonous, blasting passions and 
hatreds, which have not yet been 
entirely eradicated. 

One important, though perhaps 
lesser, disturbing as that sorry 
episode was the difficulty which it 
created in regard to a full and exhaus- 
tive overhauling, at the commencement 
of the Saorstat, of the system of local 
government. A real inning of this 
very desirable revision had to be de- 
ferred, and though certain substantial 
changes were made, and others are now 
impending, there still survive in the 
procedure and organisation of local 
government, and in the Department 
responsible for it, much dead wood 
and many remnants of an obsolete 
regime, the removal of which will 
necessitate further drastic reforms if 
the machinery of this Department is to 
work intelligently and efficiently. 


THE ULSTER PROBLEM 

The Partition problem is still with 
us. How and when it will be solved 
remains a cause of distressing per- 
plexity to all who desire the ultimate 
reunion of the nation. When the 
Treaty was signed there were many, 
myself among the number, who confi- 
dently believed that the provisions in 
the Articles of Agreement relating to 
the six counties would effect a 
solution, Subsequent events regarding 
the matter might be construed as 
showing that such confidence was not 
well founded. That particular point 
ok view is, however, largely a 
speculative one, and can never now be 
brought to any conclusive test. In my 
Opinion, the trend of events in the 
twenty-six counties immediately after 
the ratification of the Treaty by the 
Dail had enormous influence in 
negativing the operation of these 
provisions. The following is interest- 
ing in this connection. 

I was attached to the Irish delegation 
during the negotiations for the purpose 
of preparing and supplying data and 
maps bearing on various aspects of 
the Six County question. One of my 
chief sources of information in this 
respect was the late George Russell, 
who had many intimate contacts with 
the North, especially Belfast. He told 
me jater that when the Treaty was 
signed the business men of Belfast were 
organising to bring pressure to bear 
on the Six County Government not to 
opt out of the Free State; but that 
when the Civil War started down here 
these efforts were abandoned. The 
adverse reaction on the Ulster question 
of the events of 1922-3 have not et, 
it is to be feared, been extinguished.

THE SECOND TEN , 
YEARS 


The years of the Cosgrave Adminis- 


tration had been years of exacting, 
tenacious, constructive effort. They 
were directed towards economic recon- 
struction, building up credit stability, 
initiating administrative reform, and 
gradually evolving an order of things 
which, given time and opportunity to 
develop normally, should have pro- 
duced general social betterment and 
national progress. 

It was fortunate that this policy of 
conserving and increasing the strength 
of the State had at least a decade to 
operate; for in the next few years it 
was to be subjected to a continuin 
series of convulsive shocks and politica 
adventurings which strain its 
‘economic and financial erdurance 
severely, 1952 saw the advent to office 
of the Fianna Fail Party, and though 
the administration of Mr. de Valera’s 


Government has been ‘eventful, it has 


been so in rather a different 
sense from that which characterised 
its predecessor. The policy upon 
which Fianna Fail based its appeal 
to the electorate made it inevitable 
that if that party secured power the 
community must prepared to brace 
itself for new social experiments and 
renewed controversy with Britain. Out- 
standing among the headlines of this 
policy were the retention of the land 
annuities, reduction of taxation by 4 
couple of millions pounds a year, and 
the solution of the unemployment pro- 
blem. The fact that the promises in 
regard to the last two mentioned items 
have not yet been redeemed does not 
alter the fact that they helped to make 
Fianna Fail's election programme an 
attractive one to the electors. 


PRINCIPAL EVENTS 
THE PERIOD 


The chief features of Fianna Fail's 

riod of office may be indicated as 
ollows :—(1) The land annuities dis- 
pute and the economic war, This dis- 
pute lasted close on six years, and, 
according to an expert calculation, cost 
the Saorstat over fifty-six million 
pounds. It is doubtful if any sub- 
stantial section of the farming com- 
munity has yet recovered from the 
withering effect which the dispute had 
upon their sources of livelihood. How- 
ever, the country was too relieved by 
the announcement that the economic 
war was finished to dwell with close 
scrutiny upon the hardships which it 
had imposed. (2) The Ottawa Con- 
ference, which accentuated the violent 
disruption of our economic relations 
with Britain and culminated with the 
land annuities dispute. This disrup- 
tion, and the consequent failing of the 
Saorstat’s representatives at Ottawa to 
eonclude any trade agreement with 
Britain, meant the loss to the Saorstat 
of its preferential position in the 
British market, a loss which has not 
since been recovered, and the re- 
covery of which at present appears 
very improbable. (3) Abolition of the 
Senate The Senate was abolished in 
May, 1936, and a new Second Chamber 
established under the new Constitu- 
tion. That the reconstituted Senate is 
definitely inferior, both in usefulness 
and et. RE HE, to the one it, replaced 
is undoubted, The machinery by which 
the majority of its members are elected 
is also a matter of serious concern, 
being open to obvious abuse, which has 
frequently been commented on. (4) The 
New Constitution. The most ardent 
admirers of the new Constitution can 
hardly claim that it has produced the 
internal political tranquillity which its 
sponsors predicted. It is difficult to 
see in what respect it has brought any 
addition of freedom, power or status, 
nationally or internationally. I know 
of nothing of material importance 
which the people of this State are now 
doing, or likely to do in the future, 
under our second Constitution that 
they could not have done with equal 
freedom under the first. (5) The 1938 
Settlement. This settlement with the 
British ‘Government was comprised of 
three argeements ſhe first, dealing 
with matters of defence, brought about 
the transfer of the ports of Cove, 
Berehaven and Lough Swilly to the 
Government of Eire. The second was 
@ financial agreement, which, in effect, 
meant that the land annuities and 
certain other periodical payments were 
compounded for a sum of £10,000,000, 
which the Eire Government agreed to 
pay to Britain.

ONSERVATIVE critics of the 
Irish Treaty are still slow to 
remember that its signature

By 1921 the British had real that 
the Union had failed not only to solve 
the problem of governing Ireland, but 
had also impaired the power of the 
British to govern themselves. By 
organised opposition, the Nationalist 
members had clogged and delayed the 
business of Parliament. At critical 
junctures they had held the balance of 
power between the parties, and they 
used their position to the full. They 
had brought the United Kingdom to 
the verge of civil war. This state of 
affairs had helped to encourage the 
Central Empires to plunge the world 
into war in 1914, which alone averted 
what might well have proved in the 
end a greater catastrophe to the cause 
of freedom. 

The most important result of the 
Treaty was that Great Britain at last 
secured Home Rule for herself. The 
significance of this fact can be realised 
if we imagine what the state of this 
country would now be if, since 1921, 
there had been at Westminster some 
seventy Nationalist members bent on 
impeding the business of Parliament, 
and often holding the balance between 


the parties. 

In demanding an Irish Republic, 
Sinn Fein asked for something which 
the British Government and Parlia- 
ment, if they agreed to it, could not 
deliver even when their power was 

reater than ever before or since.

NATIONAL STATES 


In the view taken by these four 
writers, who follow more or less closely 
the classic model of the U.S.A., the 
day of national states is over. I myself 
take the contrary view that national 
states must discharge a permanent and 
necessary function in human affairs. 
What I mean can be understood by a 
glance at the self-governing States 
which grew up beyond the seas in the 
high degree ensured till the tweatieth 
century by British sea power, the 
U.S.A. and the self - governia 
Dominions. These States — 
the right to control, and assumed the 
function of controlling, their own com- 
position and social structure. To these 
ends they control migration, including 
that of British subjects, both on 
economic and racial grounds. They 
enact tariffs against the mother 
country as well as against the rest of 
the world, because a people cannot 
control their own social structure 
unless they control the distribution of 
taxation and, of course, the develop- 
ment of industries. The supreme unity 
which human society should attain is 
one in which its component parts are 
highly differentiated in composition 
as well as in structure. It has been 
the function of national States to 
accomplish this. To preserve and de- 
velop this differentiation will still be 
their function, but the chief impedi- 
ment to the discharge of this function 
is now the insecurity caused by the 
state of anarchy between them. The 
real clog on social reform is the cost 
of armaments, but still more the tax 
on time and attention involved by the 
constant menace of war. 

The control of social affairs in their 
widest sense must be left to National 
Governments, yet cannot be 30 left 
unless they continue to control the 
distribution of taxation, and therefore 
tarifis, within their several jurisdic- 
tions. The International Government 
must be restricted to security and 
matters which are quite inseparable 
therefrom, for which purpose it must 
have effective power to make security 
a first charge on all the resources of 
the nations included .

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BRITISH ENVOY TELLS 
THE STORY 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT:

When Mr, de Valera and his com- 
panions arrived in London on July 12, 
1921, I took round a message from Mr. 
Lloyd George to Mr. de Valera at his 
Victoria Hotel. They had a long 
exploratory talk the same evening, 
Mr. Shakespeare said. In the 
negotiations proper, which ete early 
in October, I used to chat with Erskine 
Childers in the Lobby outside the 
Cabinet Room at No. 10. He was 
always very friendly. Although others 
thought him to be the extremist, I 
thought him reasonable and working 
for a settlement. Duggan and Gavan 
Duffy were very reasonable, too. 

I found Michael Collins an attractive 
and delightful personality, a man of 
action, a romantic figure—always gay. 
The friendship which ge up 
between him and Birkenhead had a 
very great deal to do with winning the 
confidence of the Irish delegates. 

Arthur Griffith I found a man of 
culture, shrewd, and of great courage. 
Sir Tom Jones and Sir Alfred Cope 

layed a very prominent Nerds It was 
argely Sir Alfred's friendship, estab- 
lished from Dublin Castle, with 
Griffith and Collins which made him 
so successful as an intermediary. 

Two highlights I particularly remem- 
ber. The first was after the Irish 
Delegation had been in London a few 
weeks, but neither confidence nor trust 
had been really established. Deadlock 
had been reached, in fact, when, this 
Sunday evening, Griffith saw Mr. Lloyd 
George alone at Churchill's house in 
Sussex Gardens. I went to pick up 
Mr. Lloyd George at midnight and 
found that he and Griffith had talked 
for hours upstairs as man to man, 
while the two adventurous spirts, 
Birkenhead and Collins, were chatting 
downstairs like comrades in arms. 
Collins was relating vividly to Birken- 
head how he had escaped the British 
patrols. Mr. Lloyd George told me, 
as we left, “I think it’s the first time 
we have made progress.” 


THE IRISH REPLY 


After that Sunday night the whole 
atmosphere changed, and the negotia- 
tions progressed until finally, about 8 
o'clock on Monday evening, December 
Sth, Griffith undertook to give the 
Irish reply by 10 o'clock. I dined 
with Mr. Lloyd George that night. 
Maurice Hankey was there. Mr. Lloyd 
George told us: It all depends upon 
whether a General has the same degree 
of moral courage as he has physical 
courage. If Michael Collins has the 
same amount of moral courage as he 
has physical courage, they will settle. 
At long last the Irish delegation re- 
turned—soon after eleven o’clock—and 
went into the Cabinet room. Lord 
FitzAlan and I were with the late Sir 
John Davis, Mr Lloyd George's 
prineipal Private Secretary, in an outer 
room as they went in. Mr. Lloyd 
George had seen Craig the previous 
week, and promised to let him know 
the result of the negotiations the 
following day—-Tuesday. A speci 
train had been ordered to wait at 
Euston, and a destroyer at Holyhead. 
Every hour after 9 p.m. we telephoned 
Euston to hold up the train, which 
I was to catch with Mr. Lloyd 
George's message, and advised the 
destroyer to remain in readiness, 

It was just after two in the morning 
when the delegates emerged. All were 
in hilarious spirits, and shaking each 
other by the hand. The Treaty, which 
was signed, was put into an envelope, 
and Mr. Lloyd George lent me his 

reat coat, with its lining of thick 
fur. It was my only luggage on the 
journey to Belfast. At 2.30 I started 
off. The train was waiting at Euston, 
the destroyer Salmon had steam up, 
itehall I could not find a 


taxi. The first driver said that he 


“was done for the day, and was going 


home, Eventually I got another one. 

The sea trip was smooth, and 
arrived in Belfast in the early after- 
noon. I went straight to the 
House of Parliament and up into the 
allery. T were discussing some 
usiness, and Craig in hed to 
announce that a special envoy had 
arrived and to move the adjournment 
of the House, I went off with Craig 
to his house, where the Cabinet meet- 
ing was summoned. The discussions 
took place in the billiard room. 

I spent two days in Belfast finding 
out what their reactions were, and it

| SERVICE IN ENGLAND

FIRST knew Erskine Childers in

‘HIS IRISH HOME 


Those of us admitted to his friend- 
ship also discovered that he had been 
brought up by an Irish uncle and 
aunt at Glendalough, of which he 
always spoke lovingly as his home; 
that he had one elder brother, Henry, 
and that when in London he lived m 
a. flat with three sisters, who thought 
nó end of him as the guardian and 
head of the little family. Oue autumn 
he sailed in an old tramp from Liver- 
pool to the West Indies. Another 
year he went with his brother the 
yacht along the Dutch and North 
jerman coast, and ending up at the 
Kiel Canal. 

In 1899 came the South African War. 
Many of the Honourable Artillery 
Company, of which I was a member, 
enro themselves, and just after I 
had done so came a telegram from 
Ireland saying that Childers was com- 
ing over at once and that he IE 
me to get him enrolled in the H.A.C.

his absolute disregard for himself, and

NEW LIBERAL VIEWS 


Both of us, who went out as hide- 
bound Tories, began to tend towards 
more liberal ideas, chiefly from our 
endless discussions on politics and life 
generally. Childers earned the liking 
and respect of officers and men, not 
only for his thoroughness and unassum- 
ing courage as an artillery driver, but 
still more for his -unselfishn in all 
the difficulties of ‘ci g life, 
his modesty and the trumsparent fine- 
ness of his character. 

On our return we were together for 
another year at the Committee Office 
of the House, and I remember some 
delightful and unconventional expe- 
ditions. One summer’s afternoon 
a party of us rowed down with the 
tide to Greenwich. A week-end ex- 
pedition in his new and larger yacht, 
the Sunbtam, of 15 tons, is also very 
vivid. I was glad to have had this 
glimpse of himself in his own element, 
for it afterwards made it easier to 
understand how he came to write, 
chiefly from his own experiences, ' The 
Riddle of the Sands.

But in the previous year, 1920, the 
British Parliament had passed an Act 
roviding for two subordinate Legis- 
— rather peculiarly described as a 
Parliament for Southern Ireland and a 
Parliament for Northern Ireland. With 
imperial pomp and ceremony the Parlia- 
ment of Northern ‘Ireland had been 
convened and opened. The political 
division of Ireland had . become an 
accomplished fact more than a month 
before the Truee of July, 1921. The 
moment, therefore, was by no means 
sropitious for satisfactory negotiations 
12 one wonders when the moment 
for centuries previous to 1921 would 
have been propitious, dy the circum- 
stances of both peoples as we know 
them. 

History affords no parallel of such 
continued unhappy relations between 
two neighbouring countries. In a few 
centuries England achieved a world 
Empire, wealthy and powerful. Ireland 
was subject to domination at home— 
but was linked to a scattered Irish 
Empire of emigrant sons and daughters, 
who had become nation builders for 
other States and other Empires, and 
many of whom had achieved position, 
wealth and power. Here, compensation 
notwithstanding, was great waste—

hat confidence in the all-wise pro- 
vidence of God still permeates the life 
and soul of the nation.

The last time I saw him was when 
he came over in the summer of 1 
with the deputation of Irishmen to meet 
Mr. Lloyd George after the truce had 
been proclaimed in Ireland.

His mind was 
as alert, and bright as ever, but it 
secmed a hectic brightness, with almost 
all his old sense of humour and of 
proportion vanished, at least when he 
spoke of Ireland. Not that he did not 
love England still; that love he never 
lost, but he felt that, even in her 
interests, uncompromising _ sternness 
was the only possible policy. 

One more glimpse ‘i had of him 
through my wife’s eyes, after I had 
gone to Canada in the autumn of that 
year. He was again in London in 
October, when the final peace treaty 
was being negotiated with the British 
Government, and suddenly telephoned 
one day that he would come in to 
supper.
